Trident  Round 

The  front  side  of  the  round  shows  a  high 
relief  image  of  the  formidable  Triton,  son  of 
Neptune  (Poseidon),  the  god  of  the  sea  in 
Greco-Roman  mythology.  Triton  is  shown 
holding  the  three-pronged  weapon  a  tri¬ 
dent,  ready  to  strike,  as  waves  crash  in  the 
background. 

In  an  interesting  choice  in  minting  tech¬ 
niques,  the  back  side  of  the  round  shows 
an  indented  impression  of  the  Triton  image 
that  appears  on  the  front  side.  This  allows 
each  round  to  fit  perfectly  on  top  of  one  an¬ 
other  when  stacked,  interlocking  perfectly 
with  the  relief.

Will  Rossman  reminded  the  club  members  that  we  could  use  a  Features  Editor 
some  writers  to  help  provide  more  info  that  members  would  enjoy.

Dealers  were  pre¬ 
sented  table  information  for  set  up  in  a  separate  room  reserved  for  IASAC.

I  would  like  to  share  a  story  with  IASAC  members.  First  of  all  my  name  is  John 
Daino  I  collect  .999  silver  bars/rounds  and  U  S.  silver  coins.  I  also  have  a  spe¬ 
cial  interest  in  the  minting  process  and  error  coins. 

Back  in  the  fall  of  2006  I  was  checking  out  Ebay  and  I  came  across  a 
listing  for  some  dies  and  hubs.  At  first  these  items  were  selling  very  reasonable 
because  the  seller  was  listing  them  in  the  wrong  category.  Eventually  there 
were  many  buyers  interested  in  these  items.  There  were  some  real  interesting 
dies/hubs  listed  (Marshall  Island  coin,  transportation  tokens,  medals,  etc.,  etc.). 
Eventually  after  quite  a  few  purchases  I  noticed  that  the  seller  was  in  CT.  I  live 
on  Long  Island.  In  Jan.  2007  I  called  the  seller  and  asked  if  I  can  visit  him  and 
buy  from  him  directly.  This  way  I  can  save  on  shipping.  These  were  very  ex¬ 
pensive  to  ship!1  He  was  glad  I  made  this  offer  because  he  said  he  had  a  lot  of 
material  for  me  to  look  at  when  I  arrive. 

The  first  time  I  went  to  Hartford  CT.  I  met  Al  for  the  first  time.  I  met  him  at 
his  house  and  I  was  able  to  pick  and  choose  what  I  wanted,  then  make  an  offer. 
I  was  mostly  looking  for  Marshall  Island  coin  dies/hubs  as  I  already  purchased 
some  and  thought  they  were  pretty  neat.  Al  brought  me  down  to  his  basement 
and  they  were  everywhere.  I  was  like  a  kid  in  a  candy  store.  I  tried  to  hold  back 
my  excitement  because  I  didn't  want  the  prices  to  go  up1 1  was  able  to  pick  out 
about  60  items  at  a  reasonable  price.  I  loaded  them  in  the  back  of  my  pick-up 
truck.  It  was  a  very  heavy  load  driving  back  to  Long  Island.  I  couldn't  wait  to 
get  home  and  see  what  I  picked  out.  There  were  so  many  neat  items. 

About  two  months  later  in  March  2007  I  called  and  asked  if  I  can  come 
again  He  agreed  and  I  made  another  road  trip.  Again  I  drove  alone  four  hours 
in  the  icy  winter  roads.  This  time  Al  told  me  to  meet  him  at  his  machine  shop 
He  said  this  is  where  I  have  them.  The  house  is  only  where  I  ship  them.  I  could¬ 
n't  wait.  I  was  mostly  looking  for  those  Marshall  Island  dies,  but  who  knows 
what  I  may  find. 

I  arrived  to  his  town  an  hour  early.  The  town  was  real  nice.  It  reminded 
me  of  a  Norman  Rockwell  painting.  Sure  enough  there  was  a  coin  shop  in  town 
So,  I  went  in  to  kill  some  time.  In  the  shop  I  asked  to  see  the  cigar  box  filled 
with  tokens  They  were  marked  $1.00  each.  While  looking  in  the  box  I  came 
across  a  token  with  N.  Dakota  on  one  side  and  S.  Dakota  on  the  other.  I  noticed 
some  strange  marks  on  it.  I  used  my  mag.  glass  on  it.  I  was  in  shock  on  what 
I  had  found.  The  marks  on  it  were  faint  lettering  and  a  plane.  This  token  was 
struck  over  an  already  struck  Marshall  Island  $5.00  coin.  How  weird  is  this!! 
I'm  a  mile  away  from  a  place  that  I  am  hoping  to  find  these  dies!!  This 
coin/medal  is  one  of  my  favorite  coins  because  of  the  story.  You  can  clearly 
see  the  details  of  the  $5.00  coin.  I  was  really  excited,  and  I  didn't  even  get  there 
yet.

When  I  arrived  to  his  shop  I  was  in  shock.  There  were  dies/hubs  everywhere. 
It  was  at  this  time  that  Al  told  me  he  got  these  items  when  he  went  to  an  auction. 
He  told  me  that  The  Roger  Williams  Mint  went  out  of  business  and  they  auc¬ 
tioned  everything  off.  He  told  me  that  it  was  just  part  of  his  lot  and  really  didn't 
know  what  to  do  with  them.  So  he  started  listing  them  on  Ebay.  I  spent  the  next 
few  hours  going  thru  them  trying  to  pick  out  the  good  ones.  There  was  a  lot  of 
junk  to  go  thru.  He  had  told  me  that  he  was  going  to  scrap  the  rest  of  them 
soon.  So  now  I  felt  like  I  was  saving  them  from  becoming  scrap.  I  picked  out 
another  60  items  or  so.  I  looked  for  anything  interesting.  Again  I  couldn't  wait 
to  get  home  and  see  what  I  picked  out. 

I  was  really  happy  with  the  items  that  I  picked  out.  Some  really  inter¬ 
esting  dies/hubs.  In  all  I  had  about  40  Marshall  Island  items,  bridge  token,  N.Y. 
subway  token,  gold  dies,  casino  gaming  tokens,  Harley  Davidson,  Olympic, 
American  Airlines,  Boy  Scouts,  police  dept.,  etc  ,  etc.  My  favorite  items  that  I 
received  are  a  four  piece  set  for  a  Tropicana  Las  Vegas  SI  .00  gaming  token.  I 
have  the  hub  and  the  die  for  the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  I  think  it's  neat  to 
have  the  complete  set  Also,  I  enclosed  a  picture  of  an  Engelhard  die.  It's  the 
eagle  reverse  of  the  one  ounce  silver  round.  Being  a  silver  collector,  I  have 
special  interest  in  it.  I  contacted  www.allengelhard.com  and  they  put  a  picture 
of  it  on  the  website.  Check  it  out.  Also  they  told  me  that  as  far  as  they  know  it's 
the  only  Engelhard  die  known. 

This  experience  was  a  lot  of  fun  and  I  hope  IASAC  members  enjoyed  my 

story.
